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February 14, the British steamship Gulf of Venice, with 56 in the 
crew, en route from Sydney to Iloilo, was granted a supplemental bill 
of health after inspection. 

February 15, the United States Army transport Sherman, with 190 
in the crew and 1,113 passengers, was granted a bill of health for San 
Francisco via Nagasaki and Honolulu. The crew and steerage passen- 
gers were bathed and their effects and baggage disinfected.

All 
persons on board were inspected at the hour of sailing.
